— China's sale of CSS-2 irbm's to Saudi Arabia is the 
first export of this class of missile system to the 
Third World. 

The Saudi purchase of these missiles compounds the 
already serious trend toward missile proliferation in 
the region by introducing a missile whose range is far 
greater than any other missile system currently in the 
Middle East. 

— The missile's range could be up to 3,000 kilometers, 
whic would put Israel, Iran and parts of the Soviet 
Union within its range.
